State Commerce Commission relating | 
to the condition of railroads in the' 
year ending Jane 30,1894, has jast been 
published. 
In consequence of the 


business depression only 2,2i7 miles of 
new roads were built during the year, 
as against4,897 miles in the year ending 
June 39,1893. A*, the date of the re- 
port 193 roads operating 42,000 iniie.s 
and representing about one-fourth oi 
the total railroad mileage of tho coun- 
try were ia the hands of receivers. Tho 
number of railroad employes in the 
service June 30, 1891, was 77i),G08, being 
93,991 less than at the same date iti 
1H93. 


During the year ending at date of 


report 1,828 railroad employes weio 
killed, and 2:i,422 were injured, as com- 
pared wit'i 2,727 killed and 31,720 in- 
jured the previous year. There were 
824 passengers killed and 3,30i injured 
during the year, an increase of & 
killnd, and a decrease of 195 injured,

On Saturday night, 
after a day's business, Dondagau start- 
ed home at 11 o'clock with the proceeds 
of the clay's business in hio pocket. 
He was assaulted by three footpads, 
one of whom he shot. Tho wounded 
man escaped, but was afterwards found 
dead on a brush heap on a vacant lot. 
Joe Greenberg, a pawnbroker of 6ai} 
Jose, identified the dead man as one 
who had fried to pawn stolen carpen- 
ters' tools. To Greenberg be gave the 
name of Cadunger. Both men were 
escaped prisoners from Siberia, and 
were picked up off Sagbalien Island in 
August, 1892, ond brought to this city 
by the ship Cape Horn Pigeon. An 
etfort was make to extradite these ten 
Siberian fugitives who ure Socialists 
and Nihilists.
